Here is the response from OSRTI, the office that is on point for this part of the effort. ... 


In addition to the IG review, there are two other reviews: the internal review and the 
independent review. We are unaware of any other reviews at this point. The internal 
review was for a much shorter timeframe and to quickly identify some of the history and key 
factors that led to the spill. The independent review is being led by DOI and the 
independence is intended to assure objectivity. While there may be some overlap with the 
internal review, the timing [60 days vs 7-10days] should allow for a deeper look into the 
factors and the incident (such as possibly interviewing more people, locating and reviewing 
more documents, etc.). Also, the findings of the internal review should help inform the 
independent review.
